Editorial By Bruce Biossat 
A m erica’s lag in science really 
reflects two great deficiencies. We 
do not have enough scientists and 
engineers. 
And 
those we 
have 
can't spend enough time on basic 
research into unknown realms. 
Basic research is the quest for 
fundam ental discoveries which can 
open broad new pathways for tech­ 
nical advancem ent and human bet­ 
term ent. 
It can be carried on in 
the laboratories of governm ent and 
industry. 
But it is best conducted 
in the atm osphere of dedicated free 
insuiry which prevails in our col­ 
leges and universities. 


In the last decade or so, this 
vital pressing forward of scientific 
frontiers has been severely handi­ 
capped. Money from private sourc­ 
es to feed such research has al­ 
most dried up as heavy taxes stop­ 
ped build-up of new fortunes. 
The burden of supplying new 
funds has fallen on g o v e rn m e n t1 
and industry, as the only plentiful 
sources remaining. 
But 
governm ent 
and 
industry 
have been chiefly concerned with 
promoting 
scientific 
discoveries 
which would have more or less im ­ 
m ediate application to their spe­ 
cific 
problems. 
So 
government 
grants usually have been tied t o : 
defense, and industry’s to new or 
improved products

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

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Influenced by this trend, per­ 
haps persuaded that aimless fish­ 
ing in the scientific unknown is 
wasteful use of money, many indi­ 
vidual Americans have also restrict­ 
ed their grants to specific purpos­ 
es. 
Too 
frequently, 
however, 
this 
narrowly 
confined 
investigation 
leads down a blind alley. The real 
answers may lie in the unlocking 
of some of n atu re’s stubborn mys­ 
teries. 
But they yield only to tire 
less probing in all areas of science 
— both with and without direction. 
None of us is privileged to know 
where progress will come next. We 
m ust keep doggedly on trying to 
crack ail of n atu re’s secrets, w heth­ 
e r they help make a 1958 model 
missile, a stronger automobile fend­ 
er. or not.

Reasons Why Children Misbehave 


warning to you to ease the pres 
sure on him. 
7. Sometimes misbehavior is a 
symptom of real emotional illness- 
—neurotic fears, anxieties and con 
flicts that are far below the level 
of the child's own consciousness 
Unlike 
the 
other six 
kinds 
ot 
•‘normal” 
misbehavior, 
this 
is 
potentially serious. 
It may require 
professional help.

WASHINGTON 
(U P) — There 
a t t seven reasons why children 
misbehave. 


If you understand these reasons, 
you can head off many disciplinary 
problems before they arise. 
And 
you can cope intelligently with 
those you cannot prevent. 
Thia advice comes from Dr. Fritz 
JUdl, chief of the Laboratory for 
Child Research at the National In 
•tituta of Mental Health. 
Redl, 
one of the world’* forem ost psy­ 
chologists, is particularly noted for 
his research on the behavior prob- 
lams of normal and disturbed chil­ 
dren. 


No Pat Theory 


• Wise discipline, Redl said in an 
interview, begins with the realiza 
lion that there is “no nice pat 
theory, no simple rule of thum b” 
that you can apply to every in* 
Hance of misbehavior. 
Some parents seem to regard all 
misbehavior as a ‘‘harm less phase 
of developm ent” to be 
ignored 
until the child ‘‘grows out of it." 
Others 
got to the opposite ex­ 
treme. 
They treat all misbehavior 
aa a rebellion against authority 
which must be stamped out with 
•tern punitive measures. 
“All 
such 
generalizations 
are 
poison,'* Redl said. 
‘‘Misbehavior is not all alike. It 
can’t be handled in the same way. 
There are times when a child needs 
to be punished—and times when 
punishm ent does more harm than 
good. 
“WTien your child acts up, ask 
yourself, ‘Why did he do that? 
W hat’s behind this misbehavior? 
W hat does it mean to him '’’’ 
"Figuring out the meaning of a 
child’s 
misbehavior 
doesn’t 
re 
quire a degree in psychology. 
All 
it requires is a little thought. 
A 
little common sense, and a will­ 
ingness to look a few inches be 
low the surface of a child’s an­ 
noying conduct to find out what 
prom pted it. 
Then you will know 
how to handle it.” 


Seven Basic Reasons 


Here are the seven basic reasons 
for misbehavior listed by Rendl: 
1. Some objects and places casi 
un “almost hypnotic spell” over 
children. 
This is true of older 
children as well as the very young 
toddler who grabs for the vase 
left on a low table. 
To the nor 
mal child of 6, 8 or even IO, “a 
pair of scissors says ‘cut with me 
and a ham m er says ‘hit with -ne 
A big echoing room, like an art 
museum, whispers ‘run and shout 
in me.’ ” 
Parents 
should 
recognize 
the 
"seductiveness 
of 
gadgets 
and 
spaces” for their young, and try 
to protect them from "tem ptations 
which they may not be able to 
resist even under threat of dire 
punishm ent” 
2. Children are ‘‘extrem ely sus 
ceptible to the influence of other 
people’s 
behavior.” 
When they 
are playing in groups, a kind of 
"gang 
intoxication” 
may 
set in 
that will cause all of them to do 
things which none of them would 
do on his own. 
This is p artial 
larly true of pre-adolescents. 
In 
meting out discipline for group 
misbehavior, it is im portant to en 
force the principle of “collective 
responsibility.” * Trying to single 
out the child who "started” it will 
only m ake him a hero to the oth­ 
ers. 
3. Some conduct that parents 
find very annoying—for example, 
the "em ancipation acrobatics” of 
the 
teen-ager—is 
a 
"waste 
by­ 
product of normal developm ent.’’ 
The parent m ust set lim its and 
enforce them, but he should also 
rem em ber that "growing up is a 
process of finding things out the 


hard way and necessarily involves 
a lot of foolishness.” 


4. Any child will misbehave if 
he is "frustrated too long in any 
normal 
need.” 
Moving 
around 
making a little noise and letting 
off steam is a normal need. That’s 
why a child who is cooped up in 
a car for a long trip, o r who has 
to mind his manners through a 
long company dinner, often goes 
off the gold standard with a ven 
geance. 


5. Misbehavior may be a child’s 
way 
of 
communicating 
normal 
worries or troubles that he can’t 
put into words. 
For example, a 
child who is jealous of a newborn 
1 brother often bids 
for 
parental 
attention by acting like a baby 
himself. 
Punishing 
a 
child 
for 


I “acting out” his feelings in this 
way usually worsens the trouble 
Instead, "let him know that you 
are getting his signal 
and are 
ready to help him.” 


6. When a child is u n d e r heavy I 
strain, or is confronted with de 
mands that he cannot meet, he
